It ig net likely that the exact number 
of dead ever will be known.

That 
this list ie not completed is obviouk Forty- 
seven bodies have been recovered, forty- 
eight men were rescued by the tug Morford, 
battling for life in the icy water, nearly 
evéry one of whom wae taken to & hospital, 
and it ite believed at least a dozen were 
drowned before the tug reached the scene.

Testimony on Saturday. . 

Taking of testimony Dy the coroner’s jury 
will not begin until Saturday. The inter- 
vening time wilt be spent.in finding every. 


‘survivor of the« disaster and aseuring his 


attendance at the inquest for the purpose of 
supplying testimony while the features of 
the tragedy on the great gray lake are fresh 
in the memory. With Acting Chief of Police 
Schuettler, Inepector Hunt, and City Engi- 
neer John Ericson, Coroner Hoffman in the 
evening held a conference at the’ South 
Chicago police station with the object of 
completing arrangements for the identifica- 
tiom of victims and the investigation of the 
causes of the fire. The technical details of 
the latter feature of the Investigation were 
taken, in charge by Engineer Ericson, who 
was instructed by the coroner to hand in his 
report at the inquest. 

Bodies ; Identity a Puszle.. 

As for the identification of victims, it is 
doubtful if evem one of the bodies carried 
through the throngs of the broken hearted

The best that can be done in the opinion of 
the coroner and the police is to check up 
liets of survivore and missing, and in this 
way arrive at @ list of thedead.

If it 
had exploded the surface. of the lake, un- 
broken except for floating bodies and débris,

Vermin Remedy Blamed for Fire. 

In ite isolation im the miste shrouding the 
winter lake, and buffeted by great cakes of 
floating ice, the structure looked not uniike 
a fortress of the civil war, save that an 
aerial tramway tilt of steel and pointed to 
as a triumph of engineering construction 
communicated with the shore. 

The fire, when it came, seemed to be spon- 
taneous. While later in the day officials con- 
nected with the investigation were unable to 
ascribe eny satisfactory theory 7 
origin, a story which sounded ple 
gained currency. .Here it is: 

Bedbugs had infested “the structure and 
taken up their habitations in the cracks be- 
tween the pine boards, A negro workman 
with the idea of abating the nufeance hed 
secured gasoline and poured & into the 
cracks.

Another Theory of the Cause.

Hundreds Follow to Undertaker’s, 

Within thirty, minites after the tug touched 
the dock the last body had been cartedaway 
and the crowding hundreds had followed to 
the front of the undertaker’s place in the 
Strand. Preparations had been made to 
care for fifty bodies by means of improvised 
‘tables and racks in the rear, 

One of the sacks at the undertaking rooms 
contained seven charred skulis, while others 
contained nothing but limbs. All the bodies 
were packed into thirtyAwo sacks and tossed 
om the improvised tables in the undertaking 
room dike bundles of clothing. 

After the crowd had. . been dispersed, the 
fireboat Conway returned to the harbor with 
the body of a colored workman. His body is 
the only whole body which was recovered, 
and this will probably be the only one which 
will be identified, excepting the bodies of 
those who may have been drowned.

The coroner was grave in his demeanor— 
very grave, indeed. Old associates said they 
had not seen him as waa affected for many 
years. 

“Jt ts the tear tg spectatie of my ex- 
perience in the office of cononer,”’ said-Cor- 
oner Hoffman. “Nothing. in-the Iroquois 
theater Bre compared with this. I hope I 
shall .never be called upon to view another 
sight like it. There is no possible hope of 
-Wentifying one of. these bodies, while there 
was not one of the dead in the Iroquois fire 
that was not identified, 

“These: bodies must be disposed of with- 
out ‘hope of friend or relative determining 
which of the dead is his. The work of inter- 
nient must be done at once.”’ : 

Tales of Survivors in Hospitals. 

Stirring stories of fights with flaines, blind 
leaps to the icy waters of the ‘ake, of heroic 
rescues, and of desperate efforts to keep 
their positions on drifting ice fices, were 
told’ by survivors of the fire. Twenty- 

“seven of the rescued were taken to the Iili- 
nols Medical hospital. 

The majority ofthese men saved their 
lives by leaping to a large gravel pile, rising 
ifi the lake about ten’ feet from the crib. at 
the first warning of fire. 

So great was the scramble for places on the 
one safe spot that mapy were pushed into 
the lake. A few of these men stink before 
they could be heiped back by companions, 
and in the exciternent of the moment the eur- 
vivyors thought nothing of the drownings. 

“OR the do¥ens who jumped out of windows 
of their sleeping apartments into the lake 
only a few are known to-have been rescued. 
Several of the half’ naked men eeded in 
reaching ice floes, but owing to their unpro- 
tected condition the majority succumbed to 
cold and exposure before help could reach 
them. Others were uneble to maintain 
their position on the ice, and with despairing 
cries slipped into the cold water and soon 
were lost to sight. 

Survivors Bitter. 

All of thé survivors were bitter in their 
denunciation of the utter lack of protection. 
Many of them said they: stood shivering on 
the gravel pile for what seemed half an hour 
before the tug Morford rescued them. Had 
the tug been within hearing distance of the 
crib, Instead of a mile away, where the sur- 
vivors said it was, a score of others would 
have been saved. 

When the tug finally arrived at the fiery 
furmace the officers and crew did valiant 
Service in picking up the chilled and scorched 
survivors. Plowing through the water with- 
in a safe distance from the spreading tongue 
of Mame, the crew picked up perhaps hale a 
dozen men battling for thelr lives in the 
heavy Sg 

The ‘men rescued by the tug were first 
taken to ‘the Sixty-eighth street crib, where 
the more unfortunate were pared for ana 
provided with clothing and blankets.

Funeral Plans. 


Coroner Hoffman has called a meeting of 
undertakers to make preparations for the 
burfal of the dead. At the suggestion of the 
coroner Assistant Chief Schuettier appointed 
James Markham, secretary of the police de- 
partment, to have charge of the undertakers 
and the funeral arrangements. 

Markham then adjourned the conférence 
untib 10 o'clock this morning. 

According to present arrangements the! 
great funere! will be held on Seturday after- 
noon. 

The coroner states he will begin an inquest 
at 10 o'clock thie morning at the South Chi- 
cago police station. He said: 

“"The jury will be impaneled and after- 
werd there will be an adjournment from 
day to day, possibly for ten days, until all 
the evidence is gathered.

The smoke was so thick I could scaroce- 
ly see, The heat was something awful. I 
knew # meant certain death to remain, so 
I plunged into the lake. 

“I landed between the ice cakes and had 
a hard struggle to keep from going under 
them. I was in the water only a few sec- 
onde when I saw others jumping into the 
water from the burning crib. 

“ There was a fog over the lake at the time 
and it was dark and gloomy. I muet have 
been in the water for a long time when the 
tug came tothe rescue. Some one threw out 
a rope and I caught it and pulled myself in. 
Others got into the tug after me in the same 
way.” 

Saves Himself, Turns Rescuer. 

Thomas Mateon, superintedent of the six- 
ty-eighth street crib, a giant Scandinavian, 
was asleep when the alarm of fire awoke 
him, with not even a nightshirt on his 
back. He slipped into his trousers and with 
his suspenders trailing leaped for the deck 
of the Morford. Instantly, bare as he was to 
the wind and sprey of the icy lake, heturned 
rescuer of his fellows. With his feet locked 
around a stanchion and leaning far over the 
icy rail of the tug, he extended hands, right 
and left, to five men struggling in the water. 

Three of these men, swimming, seiged hig 
right hand and arm and two grasped at the 
left, struggiing frantically.. Only Matson’s 
giant strength and preparation for the strain 
prevented him from going overboard. Two 
deck hands ran to his assistance and the five 
men were pulled safely on board.

Others rap- 
idly twisted ropes about anvthing they could 
find and jumped into the water to prevent 
béing burned alive, , Others picked up boxes 
or whatever they could find and jumped into 
the lake. Many others huddled about a cor- 
rier of the crib out of the way of the flames. 

“Those four minutes were the longest I have 
ever experienced. The tug never seemed to 
move so slowly before, and it ie credited with 
being one of the speediest littie tugs in these 
waters. 


Throws Out the Rope. 
“When we got within fifty feet of the 


crib I slowed down the engines and we/ 


began throwing out ropes and life belts 
to the men in the water. The cold, icy 
water caused them much suffering and 
some of them would have drowned sure if 
we had not reached over and dragged them 
in. 


** One of my crew—I don’t just recall who it 
was—fell iy while reaching out for one of 
the men.”’ 

At this point Capt. Johnson stopped to 
signal for the Wells street bridge to open. 
He is little more than 35 years old and has 
been captain on the lakes for ten years. 
He was somewhat: backward in talking of
